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(57) Abstract: The present invention finds a media that can highly selectively retain proteins or peptides to be enriched/separated, 
as well as provides a method for selectively enriching/separating proteins or peptides using such a media. A method for enrich- 
ment/separation of a protein or a peptide, comprising separating a protein or a peptide containing an amino acid residue with a K 
>^ electron-containing group by using a media with a n electron-containing group. Preferably, the amino acid residue is a tryptophan 
residue or a tryptophan residue modified with a sulfenyl compound, and the media is a media with phenyl group. 
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
